Mr. E. C. Bredin, chief mechanical 
engineer of the Great Southern Railways, 
spoke to the Engineering and Scientific Asso- 
ciation of Ireland in Dublin last night on 
“The Steam Locomotive and Other Sources 
of Power for Rail Traction. Mr. Bredin 
discussed the four recognised forms of power 
available—the steam propelled locomotive, 
direct electric traction, electric battery trac- 
tion, and the internal combustion engine. 
The first-named had rroved itself most satis- 
factory for Ireland. e country was favour- 
ably situated to the finest steam coalfields in 
the world, and the locomotive building in- 
dustry was one of the few heavy industries 
which the country ime would 
tell whether economic means could be found 
for converting native fuels into a suitable 
form for locomotive work. 

Direct electri. traction provided some 
attractive advantages, including the fact that 
home-produced fuel could lie ed, but it was 
doubtiui if the immense cost of transferrin 
over to this form of transport would justify 
itself. The electric battery trains, especially 
since the development of Drumm battery, 
had proved very satisf for short dis- 
tances. They were the only trains in this 
country running entirely on national fuel, 

Mr. Bredin discussed also the use of loco- 
motives burning heavy oil or petrol. The 
Diesel engine was the most economical form 
of all transport, as far as cost of operation 
was concerned, but it was saddled with such 
very high initial and depreciation costs that 
these might offset any advantages obtained 
in other directions over steam locomotion.

Under the most favourable itions 
torage the red cells of the blood start to 
disintegrate after five days, and, from that 
until fourteen days. the blood becomes of less 
and less value as a “whole blood trans- 
fusion. It is not advisable to use it after 
fourteen days. Unless, therefore, the blood 
can be stored as plasma, a great deal will be- 
come useless and have to be wasted, 

The other t that donors can be 
tabulated and held ready for immediate 
transfusions cannot be relied on in war time. 
The emergencies which occur during a severe 
at. prolonged bombing raid make it impos- 
IE to get — — * be of any ser- 

ice. ven now it is unlikely that a patient 
will be able to receive blood. under ne, or 
even two, hours after the first call goes owt, 
and, where many people are severely injured, 
this would be of tittle value. t can te 
easily appreciated that, in the disintegration 
of services during an air raid, such time will 
be increased indefinitely. Furthermore, one 
should remember that, to save only one life, 
up to four pints of blood may be required, 
and that one donor san only give one pint 
every three months. The number of donors 
required in one casualty hospital might then 
have to be very large in an emergency, and 
each one of these, presumab able. ied 
people, might easily be reqnired for fire ser- 

rescue work, and so on. 

The solution of the difficulty lies in the 
use of plasma, which, in these cases, is 
absolutely life-giving. Its preparation and 
use are no longer in the experimental stage; 
it is being used in very large quantities in 
the present air raids and other types of in- 
juries, and in wound shock it has been 
proved of equal, and in some cases of even 
greater value, to whole blood. 

The advantages that it possesses are these : 


without delay and without testing. 

2. It keeps indefinitely, certainly for 
months, without any special refrigerators, and 
hence it can be transported and stored any- 
where, ready for immediate use. 

ó. Blood that has gone stale” can be 
used in its preparation, thus eliminating 
wae 11 ' 

e special appliances required for its pre- 
paration cost less than £200, and the bottles 
and “giving sets,” which are so arranged 
that the plasma can be given under any cir- 
cumstances whatever, are estimated to cost 
2s. 6d. each, in materials, in England. 

It requires about three bottles of blood to 
give one of plasma. and dried plasma is not 
required in this country. The cost of a plasma 
service has been raised as the greatest diffi- 
culty. In a real national crisis, such as exists 
now, ample blood should be available, freely 
given, 
lessly and without causing any permanent 
damage. Although this may sound easy, it 
is by no means the case. Needles should be 
re-sharpened every time they are used, and it 
requires a good deal of practice to take blood 
well. Casual blood-taking in a hurry, by 
unpractised people, with blunt needles, can 
only do great harm to the spirit of free 
giving. 

There should be ample blood available free, 
and there are doctors who do not practice, 
but who woula be willing to give their time 
in running a blood-taking service, also free. 
They would very quickly become expert. 

The only cost is the personnel of the 
laboratory. and. if the plasma factory is 
eombined with an existing laboratory. the 
cost should be kept within reasonable limits. 

I have gone into the question of costs, as 
it seems to be the main bone of contention, 
although I consider that at a time like this, 
when ovr neutral umbrella has started to 
leak, cost is utterly unimportant. Immediate 
plasma transfusion saves life in wound shock 
in a way that nothing else can, and, com- 
pared to the cost of an anti-aircraft gun, its 
cost is negligible i 

Let us not sit back satisfied that.‘ every- 
thing possible is being done,” because with- 
out a national plasma service I assure you 
that it is not. In the event of & real air 
raid now many people will lose their lives 
unnecessarily while a saarch is being pursued 
for donors among the falling and blazing 
debris.

Sin,—Last Saturday night Mrs. 8. I. 
O'Kelly, wife of the Minister for Finance, 
presiding at a dinner in Dublin, said: ‘‘ The 
war had driven home the soundness of the 
policy of self-sufficiency.’’ According to the 
dictionary, self-sufficiency means capability 
of gettin what one wants without external 
aid. ut Mr. MacEntee, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, on the same 
occasion expressed the fear that“ in the near 
future many industrial undertakings would 
begin to experience increasing difficulty in 
obtaining the supplies needed to keep them 
going.” So that we do appear to need 
external aid in the form of imports. 

According to the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, our industries, old and new, 
cannot carry on without imports. So much, 
therefore, íor self-sufficiency—a policy which 
is simply foolishness in a State which has, 
and will have, an agricultural surplus to ex- 
port. This State cannot be self-sufficient 
without falling more and more backward. 
The nearer we get to self-sufficiency the 
nearer the bulk of our citizen’s will be to 
poverty. We need no foolish extreme 
doctrine, but a balance between reasonable 
industrial development and the fullest use of 
our main asset—the land. It is because the 
Fianna Fail policy is ill-balanced that it has 
failed. No amount of Ministerial broadcast- 
ing from Radio Eireann will conceal that fact 
from. our citizens.— Yours, etc.,

DEFENDANT’S EVIDENCE

The trial was resumed of John J. Doyle, 
building contractor, Harold’s Cross road, 
Dublin, who is charged with having on April 
25th last set fire to a house at Scurlock’s 
Leap, Manor. Kilbride, Co. Wicklow; with 
attempting to obtain £300 from the Com- 
mercial Union Assurance Co., Ltd., by falsely 
pretending that furniture and effects to that 
amount had heen destroyed by the fire, and 
with attempting to obtain £800. from the 
same company by pretending that building 
material and fittings to that amount had been 
destroyed. 

Doyle, in evidence, said that when he took 
possession of the house he began to work on 
it and employed a number of men on it. He 
had the roof tiled, flooring put in, a stairs 
built and practically all the inside walls 
sheeted. e had not completed the water 
supply. The renovations were complete by 
April, 1940. He took out four lorry loads of 
furniture, paying £3 a load to the carrier. 
He had the house furnished before the fire. 
Between six weeks and a month before the 
fire he had received three offers of £500, 
£550, and £675 for the place, and he had 
been negotiating on the last offer. He was 
in Belfast at the time of the fire and was 
informed by wire. He had made no fraudu- 
lent claim. At the time of the fire he had 
£1,000 on deposit with his bank and £250 in 
a current account. 

To Mr. R. McLoughlin. prosecuting, Doyle 
said that the house was a shell when he got 
it. He kept some coal at the house, more

MECHANISM OF INSULIN 


ACTION 


The discoveries of Dr. T. W. T. Dillon, 
Professor of Materia Medica and Therapeutics, 
University College, Dublin, and Mr. 8. 
Ferric, in connection with the mechanism of 
insulin. action, were described in a paper 
read before the Royal Irish Academy yester- 


ay. 

The paper was the third of the series deal- 
ing with the excretion of glucose by the 
rabbit kidney, and related particularly to the 
influence of urethane, insulin and adrenalin 
on the kidney threshold for glucose. The 
kidney filters off from the blood all water 
soluble constituents, and excretes them ‘at 
various gi germs: in ae urine, The 
majority of substances are always more con- 
3 in the urine than in the blood. 
Glucose, on the contrary, is excri at a 
lower concentration up to a eritical blood 
level—the threshold above which it is con- 
centrated in the urine. The paper by Pro- 
fessor Dillon and Mr. 8. Ferric, who were 
working on the subject through a grant made 
by the Medicake reh Council, is an 
aitempt to establish normal values for the 
threshold in the rabbit. This threshold can 
be moved up and down by the administration 
of various substances. Insulin lowers it, and 
urethane and adrenalin raises it. These facts 
help to make known the mechanism of insulin 
action. 

A paper by Mr. A. W. Stelfox described 
various species of flies which are parasitic 
on the green fiy, and which control the 
numbers of these 2 by preying on them.

The Balkan Riddle 


The news that Great Britain has broken 
off diplomatic relations with Rumania will 
surprise nobody. 
was forced to abdicate in favour of his 
son, Michael, relations between Bucharest 
and London have been going from bad to 
worse; and since the Rumanian Govern- 
ment became a junior partner in the 
“Axis” group the position of the British 
Minister in Bucharest has been almost 
farcical. 
war Rumania was virtually a member of 
the Franco-British alliance. She had been 
an active member of the Little Entente, 
and her Government had accepted the 
Franco-British guarantee of her national 
integrity and independence. Then came 
the unexpected collapse of France, which 
placed King Caro] in a peculiarly awkward 
position. General Weygand’s army of the 
Middle East, which had been the outward 
and visible sign of the Franco-British 
guarantee, ceased for practical purposes t» 
exist. Not unnaturally, the Rumanian 
Government took the view that, with the 
defeat of France, Great Britain’s capitula- 
tion must be only a matter of time, and 
a short time at that; and King Carol 
began to make desperate efforts to mend 
his hand. The immediate. consequences 
were the seizure by Hungary of parts of 
Transylvania, : 
Russia of Bessarabia and the Northern 
Bukovina, and finally His Majesty's own 
abdication. When King Carol left the 
country, power fell into the hands of 
General Antonescu, a former stalwart of 
the Iron Guard. General Antonescu made 
no secret of his German sympathies. The 
Britis guarantee 
denounced, and, after many comings and 
goings between Bucharest and Berchtes- 
gaden, Rumania declared her adherence to 
the Axis policy of the new order in 
Europe. The British officials attached to 
the Rumanian oil fields were required to 
leave the country. General Antonescu on 
several occasions proclaimed his loyalty to 
the Fuehrerprinzip; and, to all intents 
and purposes, Rumania became an ally of 
Germany and Italy. Throughout all this 
period the British Government kept its 
Minister, 

Bucharest. 
apparently, refused to accept the obvious 
fact that the Rumanian Government, if 
not the Rumanian people, had made an 
-complete volte face in policy, and that the 
Iron Guard, while divided against itself in 
matters of domestic organisation, was 
virtually united in its hostility against 
Great Britain. Rumania is, and has been 
for some time, a passive member of the 
“Axis” group. This condition of affairs 
now has been recognised officially by the 
British Government. Sir Reginald Hoare 
has demanded his passports ; and, with his 
staff of some fifty officials, will leave 
Constanza for Istanbul by the first avail- 
| able steamer. Jt 
A clue to this latest diplomatic move 
| was given by. the British Prime Minister 
in his broadcast on Sunday evening. Dis- 
cussing the possibilities of Germany’s 
spring offensive, Mr. Churchill declared 
that German troops already had penetrated 
into Bulgaria from Rumania, and hinted 
very broadly that Herr Hitler’s generals 
templating a thrust against 
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Government, 


abdication and thé change of t, 
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German specialists were invited 


Army in modern methods of warfare. 


“specialists” amount at the moment to 
nearly ‘half a million men, and constitute. 
‘all the elements of an expeditionary 
force.” The British allege that the 
Germans have established large dumps of. 
munitions and oil supplies in various 
parts of the country; that forward units 
of the German Army and Luftwaffe 
already have entered Bulgaria; and that, 
so far, there has been no word of dissent 
from the Rumanian authorities. In these 
circumstances, diplomatic relations have 
been severed. The Rumanian representa- 
tive in London has not yet received instruc- 
tions from Bucharest; but, presumably, he 
will be handed his passports ‘during the 
next few days. The whole situation is 
obscure and ‘unsatisfactory from ęvery 
point of view. Political loyalty in the 
Balkans is notoriously fickle. The minor. 
States that inhabit that storm-tossed 
peninsula realise that.they are helpless 
against the Great Powers. They never 
have been able to agree among themselves. 
This weakness has been exploited by the 
European protagonists, with the result 
that a state of unstable equilibrium has 
been created, and the Balkan nations in 
time of war always are eager to voler au 
secours des vainqueurs. Bulgaria’s posi- 
tion is unique. She is the least powerful 


misfortune in the two last wars to back 
the losing side. If Herr Hitler should 
decide now to attack Great Britain through 
Palestine and Egypt, his armies must go 
through Bulgarian territory; and, in view 
of -Rumania’s attitude, the Bulgars, 
unaided, cannot possibly say them nay. 
For that reason it is of interest to learn 
that a special representative of the Soviet 
Government has arrived in Sofia, in order, 
according to Reuter, to discuss with the 
Bulgarian authorities the possibility of the 
passage of German troops through their 
territory. In view of the intimate relations 
between Moscow and Ankara this move is 
significant, although nobody can say at 
present what it may portend. Manifestly, 
| the centre of political interest is shifting 
rapidly from Western Europe to the 
Balkans. History has an uncanny knack 
of repeating itself. 


America and the War 


The ‘‘Aid Britain” Bill passed the 
House of Representatives in Washington 
during the week-end, and has gone to the 
Senate. It aroused considerable opposi 
tion in the Lower House, where several 
members—notably Mr. Hamilton Fish— 
handled it almost. with violence. The 
general ground of attack was not, as was 
expected, that it would tend to bring the 
United States inte war, but that it con- 
centrated far too much power in the hands 
of the President, and therein was repugnant 
to American democracy. That was not an 
unreasonable criticism; for the bill 
certainly confers powers of disposal upon. 
President Roosevelt that never have been 
enjoyed by any of his predecessors. The 
answer is, of eourse, that America never 
has had to cope with conditions like those 
that prevail at present, and extraordinary 
measures are required. President Roose- 
velt’s theory is that Great Britain con- 
stitutes America’s first line of defence, 
and must be treated precisely as America 
herself would be treated if she herself 
were at war. There are circumstances, he 
argues, in which the gift or loan of a 
battleship, a thousand aeroplanes, or any 
kind of war materia] to Britain would be 
more valuable, from the American point of 
view, than the reinforcement of his own 
country’s defences by a similar provision. 
The isolationists —it is an extreme term. 
but it serves to embrace the President’s 
opponents—are afraid that he may he 
tempted to abuse his remarkable liberties, 
and not merely to strengthen Great 
Britain at the United States’ expense, but 
to bring Germany's wrath upon the United 
States in the process. At all events, a 
strong majority shares the President's 
conceptions, because the bill passed the 
House of Representatives by the striking 
majority of 260 votes against 165. The 
difference probably will be narrower in the 
Senate, wherein are concentrated many 
of the President's most formidable 
antagonists; but there seems to be little 
reason to doubt that the bill will pass, 
at the latest, by the end of this month. 
The Americans must have strong confidence 
in their President's judgment. Virtually 
all the amendments which would have 
limited American aid for Britain, either 
in quantity or in kind, were rejected by 
the Lower House, with the result that Mr. 
Churchill can call upon the United States 
not only for war material, but for facilities 
to repair his ships in American ports. 
Help on such a scale will bo invaluable; 
already it has brought new confidence 10 
the British people, and the certainty of 
American supplies will permit their naval 
and military leaders to adopt strategies 
that otherwise would have been: unthink- 
able. ä 
On the assumption that the bill will 
have become law within a very few weeks, 
wo may be pardoned the question: What, 
if anything, will be Germany's reply? She 
almost certainly will be compelled to 
attempt a final ‘‘show-down”’ with the 
British Empire before the promised aid 
from America materialises; for her own 
productive capacity—though, apparently, 
greater than anybody imagined—is bound 
to reach a limit sooner or later, while 
American resources are almost boundless. 
Is it possible that she will make a deter- 


mined effort to bring Japan into the war, 
and, if so, will Japan permit herself to bo 
persuaded? Japan's entrance would be 
very much to Germany's advantage. Even 
if the United States dared to remain 
neutral, she would have to keep an ex- 
ceedingly wary eye upon the Japanese; 
and her neutrality, in any event, would 
crack at the moment when the Japanese 
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the Mediterranean; but Japanese inter- 
vention would force most of it to remain 
in the Pacific. Moreover, so long as 
America remains neutral, she can give 
Britain virtually all the help that Britain 
needs, while she re-arms herself at her 
comparative leisure. We think that the 
Americans will maintain their present 
attitude until a Japanese declaration of 
war upon Britain—or even some 
dangerously hostile action, even without a 
declaration of war—compels them to fight. 
Will the Japanese dare to run the risk? 
They are a courageous people, but they 
must be tired of war by this time, and 
they are poor. Most of the raw material 
for their ammunition factories needs to 
be imported, and stocks cannot be very 
high. Their hold upon China is, at the 
best, precarious, if they should be com- 
pelled to fight the United: States; the 
chances are that Chiang Kai-shek would 
seize his opportunity, and the Japanese 
would be driven back into the sea. 
Germany cannot help at a distance of 
many thousands of miles. The only 
condition on which, as we believe, the 
Japanese will challenge Britain is a 
decisive German victory over England, and 
nothing of the kind is in sight. 


“Full Up!” 


Two conductors of the Dublin United 
Tramways Company were charged yester- 
day in the Dublin District Court for 
carrying excess passengers. A Civic Guard 
who gave evidence stated that the 'buses 
were specials used in connection with 
the dog races. One of the vehicles had 
five passengers in excess of its seating 
capacity and the other had six. Although 
from a legal point of view the Tramway 
Company are not entitled to carry any 
standing passengers, the Guards have not 
previously reported such breaches of the 
law, and Mr. H. McCracken, who 
appeared on behalf of the conductors, said 
that, in accordance with Garda regula- 
tions, they were allowed to carry five 
excess passengers on special occasions. 
Inspector John Lynch, Carriage Depart- 
ment, said that there was no police regula- 
tion on the subject of special occasions, 
and that the Guards were doing only their 
duty. Whatever may be the cause of this 
misunderstanding, it puts the conductors 
in an unpleasant position. The present 
transport problems have caused many who 
formerly used private cars to take to the 
‘buses. Since business hours all over the 
city are more or less the same, it is 
natural that during the rush periods of 
the day there should be more people wait- 
ing for buses than the Tramway Company 
can manage to transport. The ‘buses of 
the Tramway Company are not affected by 
the petrol situation to the same extent as 
private cars are affected ; for they are run 
on crude oil, At the same time it is most 
unlikely that there is enough crude oil in 
the country to allow them to continue 
their full services, and certainly there is 
not enough to allow them to increase che 
services, as they would have to do in 
order to cope with the increased number 
of passengers. The problem cannot be 
solved completely so long as the present 
shortage of petrol exists; it could, how- 
ever, be alleviated considerably if the 
passengers should behave in a more 
thoughtful manner. ’Buses travelling from 
the city frequently are crowded with 
passengers who intend to travel only a 
short distance—a distance which they 
could walk easily. School-children, too, 
occupy much space in the mornings, space 
which could be given to business men and 
Wen. It is, of course, most important 
“hat children should acquire the habit of 
punctuality, but, if the school-time were 
set back an hour, there would be more 
room in the ‘buses for business men and 
women, and the children could travel to 
school later in peace and comfort. ina 
crisis such as that of the present day, we 
should not abuse the Tramway Company; 
we are iueky to have buses at all. We 
must, on the other hand, co-operate with 
the Company, and those of us who live 
within walking distance of the city ought 
to walk during the rush hours rather than 
abuse the Company or its conductors. 
We certainly cannot expect them to over- 
load the ’buses to the danger of the public, 
even if there is no other available means 
of transport.

HEN Sir Kingsley Wood, the Chan- 
cellor of the: Exchequer, opens his 
Budget next month it will prove to be the 
biggest in British history, as he will havo 
to provide income to meet expenditure of 
some four and a half thousand million 
pounds, which is double the figure with 
which Lord Simon balanced the Budget 
last year. ne new high figure of expendi- 
ture reveals the speed with which Britain 
is now making war and spending money, 
and a further sharp rise must be ex 
as the war increases. The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer has a great problem to solve 
during the next few weeks, as he will have 
to raise this huge sum, and he will not be 
able to do this by taxation alone. It is 
realised that there will be a. considerable 
increase in taxation generally, but it may 
be that, in addition to a renewed National 
Savings campaign, a great new loan will 
have to be raised. Once again there is a 
suggestion that there will be a form of 
compulsory ‘savings, whereby every wage 
and salary-earner would have to contribute 
a part of his income, which would be 
returned at a stated period after the war. 
It is not unlikely that the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer will have some surprise pro- 
posals to put forward when he makes his 


speech. 
New Colonial Secretary 


Lord Moyne, the new Colonial Secretary, 
has an estate in Sussex, and he has spent 
considerable sums of money in restoring 
the house at Climping, reviving what he 
terms a bit of old Sussex, while he is 
highly regarded in the district as 4 
generous neighbour and friend. He has 4 
near neighbour in the Duke of Norfolk, 
who is Joint Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Agriculture. Both appoint- 
ments have given great satisfaction in the 
county, as it is recognised that both possess 
great ability and a real sense of propor- 
tion. 


Exchange Control 


Mr. W. 8. Alexander, writing in the 
Evening Standard to-day, says that there 
has been some suggestion recently that Eire 
constitutes a by no means unimportant 
loophole in the exchange restrictions of 
this country and the sterling area. It is 
stated that funds withdrawn through Eire 
find their way not only to neutral, but 
also to enemiy, countries. This view has 
arisen from the Treasury’s recent decision 
tv remove the limit of £25 on amounts 
which travellers are allowed to take to 
Eire. According to Irish banking circles 
in London. there are no grounds for 
believing that this leakage of foreign 
exchange is taking place. The removal of 
the limit which travellers may take into 
Eire would seem to make no difference to 
the situation ; for there has always been a 
free exchange of cheques between this 
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co and Eire. Moreover, according fa

stringency as in this enuntry.

IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Dr. Beard 


Dr. Charles A. Beard, the United States 
economic historian, who has been testify- 
ing against the Lend and Lease Bill before 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
is a man of great determination and inde- 
pendence in thought and action. 

In 1916 he was one of the most logical of 
the advocates of United States entry into 
the last war, and throughout the conflict 
he.remained a strong opponent of auto- 
cracy at home in the States as well as in 
Europe. But he never flinched from 
taking an unpopular and dangerous stand 
when he felt that principles of strict justice 
and freedom of opinion demanded a firm 
attitude. 

In 1917, when the United States entered 
the war, Dr. Beard was a professor in 
Columbia University. As soon as the war 
decision was taken American universities 
began a purge of the faculties by expelling 
professors and lecturers who opposed war 
on any ground. 

Columbia opened the campaign by 
expelling two of the most distinguished of 
its staff—Professors J. M. Cattell and H. 
W. L. Dana. ä 


Class Dismissed 


Their views were the direct opposite of 
Beard’s, but that did not influence the 
historian's action. He immediately pro- 
tested against this attack on intellectual 
freedom by resigning from Columbia. 
Radical students thereupon staged a 
demonstration of sympathy with Beard, 
and fixed it for 11 o' clock in the morn- 
ing. The university authorities retorted 
by publishing an order of expulsion for 
any student who should fail to attend 
class in order to take part in the 
demonstration. 

This led to a demonstration of another 
kind. At the time Professor Carlton 
Hayes was giving a course on the Causes 
and Origins of the War, and with nearly 
200 students had the biggest class iu the 
university. 

On the morning of the demonstration 
Hayes turned in early, and to the sur- 
prised delight of his students turned the 
tables by declaring: ‘‘Gentlemen, we 
have lost to-day in this university one 
of the most intelligent, honest and 
courageous men who ever lived. There is 
nothing I can say to you in my course 
to-day as important as Dr. Beard's 
resignation. The class is dismissed. 


Experiment With Flowers

THE GERMAN TROOPS

Some months ago German troops began to 
arrive in Rumania in small numbers, says a 
Press Association War Special. Then the 
head of the Rumanian Government informed 
the British Minister that. these troops had 
come to Rumania to instruct the Rumanian 
Army in modern methods of warfare. Some 
instruction has, no doubt, been imparted, but 
the essential development is that the German 
High Command is building up in Rumania all 
the elements of an — Force, and 
has concentrated at various strategical points 
large quantities of munitions and oil fuel. 

Rumanian territory is thus being used by 
Germany as a military base in furtherance of 
her plans for prosecuting the war. These 
measures are being taken without one word 
of dissent from the Rumanian Government. 
In these circumstances the position of His 
Majesty’s Legation has become impossible, 
and Sir Reginald Hoare’s withdrawal of his 
mission and the Consular officials will take 
place in the course of the next few days. 


MR. CHURCHILL’S PROMISE 


This development, writes the Press Associa- 
tion Diplomatic Correspondent, follows the 
announcement in Mr. Churchill’s broadcast 
last night, that forward units of a consider- 
able German Army and Air Force had already 
penetrated Bulgaria from Rumania. To this 
statement, that if the Balkan States, backed 
by Britain and Turkey, stood together, it 
would take months for a German Air Force to 
be established in South-East Europe. Mr. 
Churchill added a promise that during those 
months “ much would certainly happen as 
Britain’s Eastern Army grew stronger. . 

A decision regarding the withdrawal of the 
tumanian Legation in London naturally lies 
with the Bucharest Government. If General 
Antonescu instructs his Chargé d’Affaires to 
ask for his passport there will be no difficulty 
about the departure of the Rumanian Mission. 
The Rumanian Legation in London. states 
that, as it has received from Bucharest no 
instructions on the subject, it is carrying on 
as usual in the meantime, 


RUMANIA’S POSITION 


Although the Rumaunian-occupied airfields 
are not at the moment being used for active 
war operations, there is little doubt, the 
Press Association Diplomatic Correspondent 
adds, that should they be used as bases for 
operations against Britain and her friends 
they would come in the same category as, 
for instance, occupied French aerodromes, 
which are regularly hammered by the Royal 
Air Force. Britain would have to try and 
put them out of operation; for they could 
cousti_ute a very big threat to Turkey if she 
ever found it necessary to implement her 
obligations to Britain.

The appointment is 
made by virtue of the new French 
Constitution established by Marshal 
Pétain after the armistice. Admiral 
Darlan was yesterday nomina 
Vice-Premier and F “aige Minister, 
as well as retaining his post of 
Minister of the Navy. : 
Marshal Pétain designated M. Laval his 
successor on September 26, should such 
circumstance arise as would make a change 
necessary.” ‘Then, in a message broadcast to 
the nation on December 14, he announced 
that M. Laval was no longer a mem 
the Government, that Flandin had taken his 
place as Foreign Minister, and that the 
“Constitutional Act which nominated my 
successor was cancelled.” 


REPLACES LAVAL 


According to an Associated Press dispatch 
from Vichy, the amendment to the Act of 
Constitution giving the Admiral his new 
powers reads:—‘‘If for any cause before the 
ratification by the nation of the new Con- 
stitution we are halted from the exercise of 
the functions of the Chief of State, Admiral 
Darlan will assume the duty. In case 
Admiral Darlan is prevented he will be re- 
placed by a person designated by the 
majority of the votes of the Council of 
Ministers, who will exercise this function 
until a person has been named. 

A similar Act previously gave M. Laval 
equal powers, but it was repealed after the 
former Foreign Minister's resignation.

BRITISH RAIDS ON 
FRENCH PORTS 


BIG FIRES STARTED AT 
BOULOGNE

Formations of Blenheim bombers made 
simultaneous raids on Boulogne and Dunkirk 
harbours in bright sunshine to-day, and there 
was also one on Calais. Tons of bombs were 
dropped on shipping and on dockside build- 


ings. 

The bombers were escorted by large num- 
bers of fighters, which carried out offensive 
sweeps over the French coast. 

When the Boulogne raid was over six large 
fires could be seen raging across the harbour. 
One big dockside building received two direct 
hits from heavy bombs, and hits were made 
also all over the target area. 

Hurricanes escorted the bombers on their 
successfu] raids, while Spitfires swept the 
coast hetween Boulogne and Dunkirk. Very 
little opposition was encountered. 

Two Polish sergeant pilots, flying Hurri- 
canes, engaged two Messerschmitt 109’s over 
Dunkirk at 7,000 feet, and shot both down. 
The pilot of one Messerschmitt baled ont. 
Both the German planes crashed, one burst- 
ing into flames. 

e third Messerschmitt 109 was attacked 
by the wing commander leading the squadron. 
The German pilot did not fire, and it is 
aa vate that he had been killed. Another 

urricane pilot also attacked the Messer- 
schmitt 109, and it was last seen fast- losing 
height. 

A second escorting squadron of Hurricanes 
sighted four more Senserechsiite 109’s, but 
they flew away. 

The British Air Ministry communiqué 
stated :— 

Large forces of Royal Air Force fighters 
accompanied aircraft of the Bomber and 
Coastal Command in offensive sweeps over 
Northern France to-day. Targets at Boulogne, 
Calais and Dunkirk were bombed. 

Full reports of all of these operations are 
not yet available, but, it is known that two 
enemy fighters have been destroyed and that 
one of our aircraft, a fighter, is missing.“

THE MAN AND THE 
SCHOLAR 


W E deeply regret to announce the 
death, which took place yes- 
tea at his 8. . eee 
emp eo ue. 0 1. . . nn, 
Provost of Trinity College, Dublin, 
from 1927 to 1937. | 
Edward John Gwynn was born in 1868, 
and was a member of a brilliant — 
which has contributed generously to Iris 
eulture and scholarship. His father, the 
Rev. John Gwynn, D.D., was Regius Pro- 
fessor of Divinity in Dublin University, and 
an Jrish clergyman of the old school, whose 
name ig remembered with affection. His 
mother was a daughter of William Smith 
O’Brien. Like his brothers, he was educated - 
at St. Columba’s College, and in later life 
was often heard to approve his parents“ 
choice, which sent the family to an Irish 
school. Few of his utterances on educa- 
tional topics commanded more attention than 
& speech in 1932 at a prize-giving in a famous 
Irish school, when he expressed with some 


vigour his view of parents who allow their 
sons to spend these formative years outside 
their own country. In 1885 he entered 
Trinity College. At this time, before the 
labours of a few men of genius had aroused 
new interest in the traditional literature and 
culture of Ireland, opportunities for Celtic 
studies were not large, and it was not until 
a decade after his undergraduate career that 
the future Provost came to be known as a 
worker in the subject which wae to be his 
greatest’ intellectual interest. He went up 
to the university with a reputation as a 
classical man, and in 1888 he became first 
Classical Scholar of his year. A year later 
he was University Student in Classics, with 
a large gold in Classics, and a first in 
Ethics ‘and Logics. The Philosophical was 
his Society, and he remained closely attached 
to it as a Fellow and Provost. Like all the 
Gwynns, he was a cricketer, and although he 
never succeeded in combining classics and 
cricket with the virtuosity of his brother 
Lucius, he remained a connoisseur of the 


game. 
IRISH CULTURE 


Fellowship came in 1895. Six years later 
bis work ón Irish culture gained for him the 
Todd Lectureship in Celtic Studies in the 
Royal Irish Academy, and in 1907, when the 
Lectureship in Celtic Languages was founded . 
in Trinity College, he was the first holder 
of the post. From this time began the series 
of works which have made his name famous 
wherever Celtic studies are followed. He 
was a Governor of. the old School of Irish 
Learning from its foundation in 1903 until 
its incorporation, twenty-two years later, 
with the Royal Irish Academy. His con- 
nection with the Academy was one of 
long standing. For many years he 
served on the Council, and was at 
one time secretary for foreign correspondence. 
As honorary secretary of the Irish Studies 
Committee he was the general editor of the 
catalogue of MSS. in the Academy’s collec- 
tion, which was prepared under his direction 
by various scholars. 

Of his single works, perhaps the most im- 
portant is the edition, with translation and 
notes, of the Metrical Dindshenchas, which, 
with its Jegends of names and places in 
Ireland, is among the most difficult of Middle 
Irish tracts. This great work occupied him 
constantly from 1899, when the first of its 
four volumes appeared, until after he became 
Provost. <A revised edition of the catalogue 
of Irish MSS. in Trinity College was pre- 
pared in collaboration with T. K. Abbott, 
and appeared in 1921. “The Rule of 
Tallaght,” published in 1927 as a supple- 
mentary volume of Hermathena, is a work of 
special interest to students of Irish history, 
and to these publications must be added many 
notable contributions to Hriuv, the journal of 
the Irish School of Learning, to the pro- 
ceedings f the Royal Irish Academy, and to 
Hermathena. 

As a junior Fellow. the former Provost 
acted from 1905 to 1915 as a Commissioner 
for National Education. In 1897 he had 
become a Tutor, and for a period from 1898 
he was Junior Dean. A growing list of 
te and vice-presidencies was. evi- 
ence of his interest in college societies, and 
he was a frequent speaker, or chairman, at 
meetings. i 

Notable among Dr. Gwynn’s activities at 
this time was his strenuous and clearly-voiced 
opposition to the proposed creation of a new 
college to be incorporated with Trinity in the 
ee of Dublin—an opposition which 
was partly responsible for the hasty with- 
drawal of the scheme. Although his intellect 
was regarded as critical, rather than creative, 
his work in college politics was markedly 
constructive. It was his untiring advocacy 
of the policy of making the governing body 
of the college more democratic that resulted 
in the addition to the Board of two repre- 
sentatives of the junior Fellows, and two of 
the university Professors. 


APPOINTED PROVOST 
In March, 1927, the death cf Mr. 6. E. 


Fellows. Onky five months later occurred the 
death of Archbishop bernard,, Provost since 
1919, and to all who knew Trinity College 
well it was plain that the name of Dr. Gwynn 
would be among those to be considered as his 
successor in the highest of Irish educational 
3 

e circumstances were peculiar. Since the 
foundation of the college the appointment of 
Provost had been in the hands of the Crown, 
and the Sovereign had been guided by the 

ritish Ministers. On the 
establishment of the Free State the Provost 
and Fellows had-decided that to continue the 
arraugement on these terms would be an 
anomaly, and, after some discussions, the 
appointment passed into the hands of the 
Governor-General, acting on the advice of 
the Irish Ministers. Upon this occasion, the 
first under the new order, the Board of the 
College had little difficulty in making its 
choice. The name of Mr. E. J. Gwynn was 
recommended to the Executive Council, was 
at once accepted, and was sent to the 
Governor-General. On October 5th, 1927, ne 
was admitted Provost. :

preserve and extend the amenities of the 
college, and residents had him to thank for 
a number of changes which increased the 
beauty and comfort of their surfoundiugs.

Rather it was 
the personal affection of Trinity men—an 
affection that involved the Provost in a 
voluminous correspondence and brought upon 
him a regulat flow of cables and m 
from College gatherings all over the — 2 
that revealed his influence. By the com- 
plete confidence reposed in him during those 
anxious years those who were most con- 
cerned for the welfare of the University 
paid him the highest honour in their power, 
aud the personal qualities upon which this 
confidence was founded 
among the notable Provosts of 
College. , 

In 1906 Dr. Gwynn married Olive Mary, 
daughter of Colonel J. G. Pónsonby. He is 
survived by his widow and three sons and 
two daughters.

WICKLOW, Monday. 
Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agriculture, speak- 
ing at Wicklow to-day, said that before the 
war Eire imported more than half her wheat 
requirements and animal feeding stuffs. There 
were people who, six months ago, believed 
that we could not grow wheat to substitute 
imports, and there were farmers who con- 
sidered it impossible to alter the tillage 
systems. In normal times farmers should not 
be compelied to grow wheat, barley, or oats, 
but in the present circumstances their first 
duty was to see that the people were fed, 
and the people in return should not ask 
fatmers to grow wheat without adequate com- 
ensation. The Government, on the people's 
ehalf, guaranteed 40s. per barrel for all 
millable wheat. Compulsory tillage was not 
primarily intended for tillage counties such 
as Wicklow, but there were counties where 
it was necessary, because no inducement in 
increased prices would get farmers to change 
their system. Last year: there were only 
000 acres of wheat produced in the 
twenty-six counties, whereas in the early 
fifties more than 600,000 acres were sown. 
Land was now more fertile and skilled labour 
wads available, so that with the will farmers 
could grow all the wheat necessary. In fixing 
the price cotisideration was given to the 
needs of the poorer people of the towtis who 
had no alternative but to use more bread. 
Where the farmer produced feed for his 
stock there was ho necessity to guarantee 
prices, and the Government could not con- 
sider existing prices as a basis.

VIOLIN DUETS 


Violin duets are so infrequent on ‘the con- 
cert platform that it was not surprising to 
find large audiences at the Royal Dublin 
Society Hall, Ballsbridge, yesterday, to hear 
Nancie Lord and Madelene Mooney in this 
form of musieal entertainment. Both ladies 
are well-known violinists. Members of Radio 
Eireann Orchestra, as we, as of the Dublin 
String Orchestra, they are also accomplished 
soloists. As they showed in their work 
yesterday there is little in the technique 
of violin playing that they have to learn. 
All branches of the art came easy, and 
throughout there was little to cavil at, save 
an occasional lapse in tone. In a programme 
that was representative of the oldest classics, 
as well as of the modern school, they revealed 
a keen sense of musical values, and read the 
various works in most enlightening fashion. 
The opening movement of the Concerto in A 
Minor (Vivaldi), arranged by Mackey, was 
notable for its brightness of tone and vivacity. 
The two string players were splendidly in 
aceord, the balance was delicately preserved, 
the tone quality admirable, and there was 
clean-cut precision in their timing. There 
was a grand feeling of spaciousness and rest 
in their plaving of the Larghetto. The same 
characteristics marked their treatment of 
Concerto in D Minor by J. 8. Bach, which 
was the opening piece at the night recital. 
Haydn’s Andante, with Variations, and 
Presto (Op. 99, for two violins), without 
accompaniment, showed up more searchingly 
the technical resources of the players, and 
they met the demands with ready resource. 
In some respects more interesting was the 
unaccompanied Sonata in A (E. J. Moeran), 
Modern in style, it presents a stiff test for 
string players. The work reveals alike the 
composer's Celtic associations and his deep 
interest in folk tunes. It was interesting 
to hear a Handel composition, the Suite in C, 
for Two Violins and Piano. It was in the 
co-tposer’s characteristic vein. The Suite 
was played with capital understanding, espe- 
cially the stately Grave movement. The 
Suite of E. Goossens proved to be in the 
modern style, but not aggressively so. Like 
the Moeran, it is full of pitfalls for the un- 
wary, but the recitalists steered clear of all 
gg eae os .

Lady James, a remarkable personality and 
the first woman to win a Derby, even though 
it was the substitute run in the last year of 
the last war. She will also be -remembered 
as a lady who had almost ineredible luck in 
her Turf ventures, as well ag in her. breeding 
ventures, for she never raced or bred. horses 
on anything like a big scale, yet she. won 
all the colts’ classic races with Gainsborough, 
and the Oaks with Bayuda. 


A Firm Refusal 


The greatest thing, howover, that Lady 
James ever did for the interests: of the 
thoroughbred in thig country was when she 
changed her mind, stuck her toes in, and 
refused to sell Gainsberough as a yearling 
after an American breeder, the late Mr. 
John Sanford, had tried every known means 
to buy him and to take him to the U.S. 
Lady James was by birth a Hennessy, a 
‘member of the celebrated Irish family that 
settled in France in the eighteenth century 
and devoted itself: with success to perfecting 
the juice of the grape in cask, 

Her first husband was a namesake, and 
her second, whom she married in the eighties 
of. last century and whom. she survived more 
than half a century, was Lord James Douglas, 
a son of the Marquess of Queensberry. 
Though France was the place of her birth, 
England was her home during the greater 
part of her life. 

Being a Hennessy, it was natural she 
should be interested in racing, and it is rather 
more than a quarter of a century ago that 
she established a stud farm at Harwood 
Lodge, not far from Newbury, in. Berkshire. 
It was her intention to breed solely for sale, 
and her mares.— not a arge number — were 
carefully chosen and carefully mated. One “f 
them was Rosedrop, whom she had sent to 
Bayardo, the produce being Gainsborough. 


Given Away 


Rosedrop had won the Oaks for Sir William 
Bass, but her family was not greatly dis- 
tinguished; for her dam, Rosaline, had been 
given away by the late Mr. J. B. Joel to be 
sold at a charity sale, where she made 25 
gns., on Hurst Park Racecourse. Her buyer 
was the late Mr. William Allison, but she 
passed later into the ownership of the York- 
shire studmaster, the late Mr ‘Simon Harri- 
son, a great judge of a horse in his time 
and one of the most knowledgeable, as he was 
one of the most delightful, of men. 

When Sir William Bass sold most of his 
bloodstock Lady James Donglas bought Rose- 
drop privately. Her son, Gainsborough, was 
a yearling in 1916, a time when yearlings 
were not greatly sought after. and when she 
put him in the Newmarket Sales catalogue 
she put a reserve of 2,000 gns. on him. No 
one round the ring on the day he came up 
would bid the figure and he was passed 
out. 

Lady James was not exactly sorry then 
that the reserve was not reached; for when 
the bargain snatchers came along later and 
tried to trade for him privately they found 
‘his price had gone up to 2,500 gna. An offer 
of 200 gns. less than this figure would not 
tempt her, and she sent him promptly to be

Not for Sale 


After he had won his first race as a two- 
year-old the offers for him tried her patience 
so much that she asked for permission to 
have a notice exhibited in the sale paddocks 
at Newmarket—‘‘ Gainsborough is not for 
sale at any price.” Oné of the bidders for 
Gainsborough when he went through the 
sale ring should have been the late Mr. W. 
F. Smith, who had been commissioned by 
Mr. John Sanford, of Amsterdam, in New 
York State, to go to 2,000 guineas for him. 
Mr. Smith was not altogether impressed 
with the colt, thinking him too heavy for 


his legs and not too 1 to stand training, 


go he did not bid. en he heard that 
Gainsborough had passed out unsold at 1,800 

ineas, Mr, Sanford cabled Mr. Smith to 
uy him privately for 2,500 guineas. 

his offer was refused, and Mr. Sanford, 
who by this time was well vexed at being 
thwarted, would have gone to any price in 
reason to get the colt, but Lady James was 
a resolute Jady and she spurned each offer as 
fast as it was made. As she patiently re- 
marked: ‘‘Why didn’t they bid for him 
when they had the chance. He’s still mine 
and he’ll stay mine. haven’t got to sell 
him.” All this was very unfortunate for 
Mr. Sanford, but very fortunate for Lady 
James herself and for the breeding world on 
this side of the Atlantic. 


Obsessed by Gay Crusader 


Although he could never be tested at 
Epsom, Gainsborough was a very good race- 
horse and his trainer had great faith in him, 
but about that time he was, perhaps, a little 
obsessed by Gay Crusader,a year older than 
Gainsborough and a brilliant racehorse, but, 
unfortunately, an indifferent sire, as some 
breeders who were also obsessed with him 
know to their cost. 

Gainsborough’s turf record is too well 
known to be given now in any detail. He 
won the 2,000 Guineas with great ease from 
Somme Kiss and Blink, the New Derby 
by a length and a half from Blink, and 
the September Stakes far more easily from 
that lovely little filly, My Dear. His major 
defeat was by Prince Chimay in the Jock 
Club Stakes, which he lost by a length with 
odds of 11 to 2 laid on him. There were man 
explanations offered for this defeat, whic 
completely mystified his trainer, none of 
which held much water. It was just one of 
those strange things that happen in racing. 

One thing certain is that the colt was 
frightened at the start by the man with the 
whip keeping them in line, and Childs, con- 
trary to his usual tactics, waited with him to 
give him time to settle down. An indirect 
result of this was that Otto Madden managed 
to steal a few lengths at the Bushes by shoot, 
ing Prince Chimay out and getting first run. 
The defeat was not held against Gains- 
borough, and when he went to stud he was 
booked full at once. 


Success from the Outset 


From the outset he was a success as a sire. 
He had only been a few years covering when 
he was established by the exploits of his son, 
His yearlings made marvellous 
prices year after year, and continued to do so 
right up to the last few seasons. Did not 
Lord Glanely give 12,500 guineas for his St. 
Leger winner, Singapore, in the. Doncaster 
sale paddocks ? 9 

One of the theoretical reasons for suggest- 
ing that Gainsborough will be remembered as 
having left a great mark on the breeding of 
his era is that he comes of the great line of 
Newminster, through Lord Clifden—Hampton 
Bay Ronald—Bayardo. 

In an age when great lines seem to come 
and go with such swiftness, none except that 
of the younger Bend Or has kept going so 
strongly as that of Hampton. It has never 
flagged, never weakened let alone deteriorated, 
but has always been there. It has never 
been spectacular in the sense that the St. 
Simon line was spectacular for a long time 
but it has always been staunch, sound an 
reliable, and has “a from strength to 
strength. It is just on seventy years since 
Hampton was foaled, and to-day we have the 
Hyperions as his testament.

SUGAR SUPPLY ASSURED 


- FOR A YEAR 


Mr. James J. Glavin, B.Sc., N.D.A., Chief 
Agricultural Adviser to the Irish Sugar Com- 
pany, broadcasting on Radio Eireann last 
night on sugar-beet production, said that in 
the season now completed over 92,000 tons 
of white sugar had been manufactured from 
home-grown beet, and, with that refined from 
imported cane, there will be sufficient sugar 
to meet the needs of the entire population up 
1942. In addition, 58,000 tons 
of molass eet pulp, the equivalent in feed- 
ing value of 58,000 tons of oats or of 48,000 
tons of maize was manufactured in the four 
factories. 

Mr. Glavin recommended the following 
maxims to beet-growers in the 1941 season :'— 
Take every opportunity to cultivate and pre- 

the asd intended for beet production; 
make the. best possible use of available 
manures, farmyard, seaweed and artificial; 
sow early and uniformly on a well-prepared 
seed bed; spread the seed supply over the 
entire contract acreage; single early, care- 
fully and well, thus ensuring a uniform 
regular stand of strong, healthy plants; keep 
weeds under control; horse and hand hoe the 
crop; harvest the crop under favourable 
weather conditions; save tops and crowns as 
a valuable stock feed; secure the full quantit 
of molassed beet pulp guaranteed under eac 
contract.
